MP PARADE NEARS END 


Seven Of Thirteen Issues Since 
January 1 Highly Speculative; 
Eight Additional Sets Expected

Now on the home stretch of completing their collection 
stamps in honor of the 75th anniversary of the Universal Postal 
Unior., collectors of such issues have been the object of intense 
specialized efforts on the part of certain persons with “goods to 
sell”. With one or two mild exceptions, the stamps produced for 
the anniversary during 1949 were all of a legitimate nature produced 
for the prepayment of postage fees. With the beginning of the new 
year of 1950 over half of the thirteen sets produced to date have

been highly speculative. 


the Nicaragua series, are going 
to cost UPU fans a pretty penny 
to include them. 

On the creditable side of the 
ledger are sets from Bolivia, 
Chile, Costa Rica, Greece, Israel 
and Venezuela. Those were all 
issued in sufficient quantities so 
that little speculation and resul- 
tant high prices occurred. 

On the wrong side of the led- 
ger are sets for the following 
countries which were manipulat- 
ed to such an extent that collect- 
ors were required to pay many 
times face value for copies. They 
are Cuba, Ethiopia, Liberia, Per- 
sia, San Marino, Spanish Moroc 
co and Yemen 

It would be well to pause for 
a minute to point out that the 
retail stamp dealer did not get 
the “gravy” from the manipulat 
ed sets. These men and women 
were just as upset as the collect 
ors to whom they sold the stamps 
over the fantastic prices they 
were forced to ask. The stamp 
dealer’s profit was a usual small 
markup—and in some cases it is 
known sets were sold to custom 
ers at cost as a gesture of good 
will 

Cuba’s UPU set was 
sufficient quantity, an 
250,000 complete sets, 
said to have been sold out within 
three hours after the post office 
opened in Havana on the first 
day.

Ordinarily, 20,000 complete 
sets of any issue would do the 
Moroccans for an entire year, but 
for UPU fans the quantity was 
far from sufficient. 

The Liberian Agency in New 
York City, the director of which 
is the philatelic adviser to the 
Liberian Postmaster General, and 
who is an experienced and intel- 
ligent philatelist, was guilty of 
severe breach of faith in the sale 
of the UPU stamps and souvenir 
sheet. 

While the great bulk of the en- 
tire issue was kept at the New

colonies. However the stamps as a group | 
gave the collector another nice little group to specialize in. 








which also covers a big field. These three British issues were all 
attractive and make a splendid little collection. 

Then in other fields we have other specific groups of stamps 
that have been popular with collectors. The principal one of the 
past several years has been the Roosevelt issues which came from 
a number of different countries and which attracted a great num- 
ber of collectors. 


This group lends itself well to a specialized collection and we 
have seen some splendid showings of these stamps at some of the 
exhibits, 


The latest group of stamps to attract world wide interest is the 
U.P.U. issues, stamps issued in celebration of the 75th anniversary of 
the Universal Postal Union. Already there have been a goodly 
number issued and the end is not yet here. Such issues are always 
popular among a large number of collectors and go a long way in 
arousing interest in the collector. It is to be regretted that too 
many questionable minor varieties appear when issues such as 
these come into the market. 


On the other hand, maybe such a remark is unfair as should 
a minor variety appear in some regular issue it perhaps would be 
overlooked by most collectors, but because it comes in an issue 
which is being hunted for by collectors all over the world, it im- | 
mediately becomes a sore spot in the stamp world. The collector 
however is always his own judge and jury and.his collection will 
be just as interesting and just as attractive if he has to forego the 
ownership of a few items of this nature. Often an ingenious col- 
lector can make a far better showing with a collection which con- 
tains none of the rare items than can some man whose purse per- 
mits the purchase of such varieties, It is not what you have, but 
how you show it that counts most, 


After these U. P. U. stamps what will be the next group of 
stamps that will attract nationwide or world wide interest?

Then when you come to a place | 
of philatelic importance all you! 
have to do is drop off your cover | 
with the local postmaster and pick | 
it from your mailbox when you| 
arrive home. 

And while on the _ vacation | 
theme, you should also carry a| 
block file, or sheet file if you buy | 
sheets, and a pocket stock book | 
to carry safely the purchases you 
will probably make. 

I have always been rather in- | 
trigued with the story of the blind | 
letter carrier. Yep, that’s right, | 
blind. | 

I like it because it represents al 
fine example of a man living | 
courageously and happily, and be- | 
cause it shows that our neighbors | 
are pretty nice folks if you give | 
them the opportunity. 

While not a bona fide employee 
of the Post Office Department, | 
Arnold Scott nevertheless carried | 
the mail from the United States 


|post office at Bernardston, Mass. | 


for 28 years making two delivery 
trips daily. And he was blind, 
every minute of that time! | 

Scott was 78 at the time of his 
death back in 1909, and had been! 
blind since the age of 21. He} 
lost his sight when on the Fourth | 
of July, a cannon he was firing | 
exploded in his face. | 

For several years after that he | 
was helpless. From then on in| 
though, the urge to get out and/| 
make his way in the world seized | 
him, and he never let up until | 
death claimed ‘him. 

His first work was sawing wood 
for his neighbors, and doing other 
odd jobs for which his sightless- 
ness did not handicap him. 

Finally, one of these odd jobs, | 
that of going to the local post} 
office each day to pick up the mail | 
for several families expanded into | 
a full time occupation. The villag- 
ers did not have carrier service | 
to their homes, and the luxury | 
appealed to, them. 

Scott made two trips a day. 

On his way to the post office in| 
the mornings and afternoons he | 
would blow a whistle which! 
would apprize the folks along his | 
route that they could place their 
outgoing mail in his. hands, for

delivery there.

In preparation of the delivery | 
trip, either the postmaster or an 
interested neighbor would arrange 
the mail by families which Scott 
would then stow in an ingenuous 
fashion in the many pockets of 
his clothing and in the two mail 
bags slung over his shoulders. 

Arriving in front of a home for 
which he had mail, the whistle 
would be blown, and the house- 
holder would get his letters. If 
on occasion he would get the mail 
mixed, or lose the original se- 
quence of it he had but to call on 
a passerby, or a “customer” to 
set it straight for him again. 

On the route he guided himself 
by a stick which he carried and 
by sounds. That was all right 
in the snowless months of the 
year, but once in a while in the 
winter time he lost his way. 

It was then that his neighbors | 
who were watching for him would | 
come to his assistance and oat 
him to rights again. 

Arnold Scott lived in a house | 
of which he was the owner, and | 
part of which he rented. He; 
did his own cooking, shaved him- | 
self, cut his own hair (said to 
have been quite presentable) and | 
generally attended to his own)! 
wants. 

He was also a church going man | 
since he owned a pew in the} 
Goodale Memorial Church and) 
used it regularly. On dark nights | 
after church it was his especial 
delight to guide some of his 
neighbors back to their homes 
anid hearths which they would 
have had some difficulty in reach- 
ing otherwise. 

As added amazing accomplish- 
ments, Scott cultivated a patch 
of land on which he raised vege- 
tables for his table, and—believe | 
it or not—as a fond fisherman he 
often went for trout at 2 and! 
3 o’clock in the morning most of | 
the time returning with a splendid 
catch | 











In 1939, there was issued a! 
commem which marked the 300th | 
anniversary of printing in Colonial | 
America. The stamp pictured the 
Stephen Daye Press. | 

Actually, while the press was | 
used almost exclusively by Steph- 
en Daye for the first few years af- | 
ter it arrived in America, it i 


\by no means his personal property. 


Daye, born in London in 1610, 
served his apprenticeship in print- 
ing in that city coming some years 
later to the Colony of America. 
In 1639 the Rev. Jesse Glover of | 
Cambridge, Mass. had been suc- | 
cessful in obtaining a printing | 
press for use in his city, from| 
abroad, and Daye was given the! 
assignment of printing on it. ' 

First item printed was a broad- 
side titled, “The Freeman’s Oath” | 
which was followed by an “Al- 
manack”, The third piece of| 
printing was the first book pub- | 
lished in America, “The Whole 
Book of Psalmes, faithfully trans- | 
lated into English Metre”. | 

In recognition of his being the 
first printer in the Colonies, the | 
General Court in 1641 gave him} 
a grant of 300 acres of land. | 

Daye held the printing job un- | 
ge His death occurred in| 
668.

The Penny Postal Card, 


Too Common To Collect 
by Rendell Rhoades 


A recent letter from the Post 
Office Department informed me 
that the American public steps | 
up to the post office window to} 
buy 3% billion penny postal 
cards a year! I asked the de- 
partment how many green Jef- 
ferson cards they had printed in 
the 36 years of its use and even 
to a Washington statistician, the 
grand total ,.was too great to re- 
member. These cards have had 
every use under the sun from re- 
cording the fact that “Pa’s sinuses 
are botherin’ him” to advertis- 
ing a philatelic rarity. As a re-| 
sult of these varied uses, a large | 
number of cards are saved. 

I can hardly buy a green Jef- 
ferson card of any kind from 
stamp dealers. Even under the 
pretense of minor varieties and 
special cancellations, it is hard to 
find stocks. It is probably be- 
cause i‘ is not economically prac- 
tical to waste space with them. 
As one dealer put it, “they are 
just too common to _ collect.” 
However, the collections that I 
have seen, if they are representa- 
tive of its 36-year history, will 
have many,.shades of paper and 
ink and cancellations of every 








description. 

Foolish as it seems, I am saving 
samples of the currently used 
postal card. Those of particular 
appeal are mounted in an album 
for the purpose—obvious paper 
and ink varieties, die imperfec- 
tions, first year cancellations. slo- 
fans, over seas use, etc. They do

not cost much and yet they sus- 
tain my interest while I wait for 
the raritie. to appear. 

I would be the last man to turn 
down a 5c 1847 but cheaper items 
can supply many hours of enjoy- 
ment. I think most collectors are 
interested in the most fun for 
their money.

Since 1918 I have lived 
and loved and labored, or travel- 
ed or vacationed, in 32 of our 
good States out of the 48; I have 
seen many of our larger cities 
from Florida to California, and 
am still of the same opinion— 
that our nation’s capital is the 
cleanest city in America—and 
maybe in the world.

The 9d Fiji Times Express Stamp 


The Fiji Times, a weekly news- 


paper, made its first appearance 


in September, 1869, at Levuka, 
Ovalau Island. 
| George Littleton Griffith. 

The paper was swamped with 
complaints about the lack of mail 
service on the islands. Mr. Grif- 
fith decided to operate an express 
system, in connection with his 
paper, which would include a pri- 


cels. He also offered to supply 


' goods and articles by mail that 


could not be purchased locally. 

I have seen no reports on how 
many mail carriers were 
and eaten by the natives. 

Agents were 
the islands and in every district 
where there were white residents. 
These usually were the local store 
keeper. The newspaper’s launch 


met the incoming mail steamers | 
| and receivea the letters and par- | 
cels for the islands and delivered | 


postal matter destined ‘or foreign 
countries. 

Mr. Griffith had special postage 
stamps prepared. These were 
printed in the Time’s plant from 
a plate of type-set subjects. The 
plate of the first printing, whic’ 
}is in black on pink quadrille pa- 
per, was composed of twenty-four 
stamps in four rows of six each. 
The top row has six 6d, the sec- 
ond six ls, the third six ld, and 
the bottom row six 3d. In the 
second printing, which is in black 
on pink batonne paper, three of 
the 3d were replaced by three 9d. 
Printer’s rule, with serrated edge, 
which cut small indentations into 
the paper, was placed between the 
subjects in the plate to facilitate 
separation. 


Other progress followed. A 
group of English residents held a 
meeting in June, 1871, and 6r- 
ganized a Fiji government with 
the figure head of a native chief, 
Cakobau, as king.

| Washington did not possess the 
| imposing Federal buildings which 
jit has today, such as the billion- 
|}dolar row of Departmental 
| buildings, the Pentagon, the Su- 
} preme Court building and the Na- 
{tional Art Gallery, neither which 
{of the latter two has a single win- 
'dow, as I understand it.  Inci- 
dentally, the Art Gallery building, 
which is some two blocks long, 
|was “feathered” by the priceless 
| collection of famous paintings and 
statues gathered by Andrew W. 
| Mellon. 

In fact, it was Mellon’s plans, 


while he was Secretary of the 
Treasury (1921-1932) that  pro- 


| moted, financed and erected that 
;entire avenue of new buildings, 
with the ultimate object of build- 
ing the art gallery to forever as- 
sure a permanent home for his, 
one of the greatest art collections 
in the world. 

In 1918, by contrast, I can re- 
call only the beautiful Smithson- 
jian Institute, the handsome Li- 
| brary of Congress, the Patent Of- 
| fice, the Government Printing Of- 
ifice, the U. S. Mint, plus four 
| very ugly ducklings, which I hope 
| have been razed and replaced by 
| this time—to wit! The State and

| building, Treasury building and 
{the old Post Office Department 
building. 

For panoramic beauty, give me 
the view from the top of the 
| Washington Monument, looking 
|} across the reflecting pool toward 
{the Lincoln Memorial, with the 
|Potomac river in the distance, 
| For sheer, austere beauty, noth- 
jing can surpass the Lincoln Me- 
|morial, I believe, It is ever open 
jto the public because there are 
no doors—and old Abe sits calm- 
ly and serenelysin all kinds of 
weather, winter and summer, 
very like an Olympic god on high. 

The most gorgeous interior can 
be found in the Library of Con- 
gress, which has multiple stair- 
ways, balconies and balustrades, 
carved and turned out of the fin- 
est marbles in all the world. 

NO FEAR 


All during the World War there 
was no fear extant in Washington 
or anywhere else in the United 
States. Communism had not yet 
raised its ugly head and our so- 
called Socialism could be indi- 
cated occasionally with a very 
pink tinge. 

And of course, the atomic bomb 
had not yet been invented and 
possibly not even dreamed of for 
current generations, py Albert 
Einstein and our top-shelt physi- 
;cists. We were simpiy at war to 
|make the world “safe for democ- 
racy” and as soon as the job was 
completed, we would all go back 
to our normal and natural pur- 
suits. 

We did not run to bury our Dec- 








of Rights, and Britain’s Magna
